OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Thank you for purchasing a RadioShack Door and Window Alarm. Your alarm is your 24 hour 
“eiectronic sentry.” The alarm can sound instantly, or after a delay that gives you time to 
disarm it. Disarming the aiarm is easy using one of the two supplied keys. 

Indicator — light is clear, green, red, or flashing. See 
“Using the Alarm” on Page 2 for specific information. 

ON/OFF — Set to ON to arm the alarm or 
OFF to turn it off. 


INSTANT/DELAY — set to INSTANT to 
set the alarm to its instant mode or to 
DELAY to set it to its delay mode. 



Magnet — mounts on either side of the 
alarm. Be sure the magnet’s arrow points 
toward the engraved line on the alarm. 

Magnetic Sensor Aiarm — sounds a 
loud (1 10 dB at 1 foot), piercing alarm to 
deter would-be thieves. 

Simple Wireless Installation — mounts 
easily to non-metallic doors and windows 
with either screws or double-sided tape 
(both supplied).

• Your alarm uses a magnet to trigger its 
internal alarm. It is designed for non-metallic 
doors and windows only. 

• Mounting the alarm on metal surfaces can 
interfere with proper operation of the magnet. 
Do not mount it on metallic doors or windows.

PREPARATION 

Installing Batteries 

Your alarm requires two AAA batteries (not 
suppiied) for power. For the best 
performance and longest life, we 
recommend RadioShack aikaline batteries.

1 . Use a smail Phiilips screwdriver to 
ioosen the screw on the bottom of the 
aiarm, then siide the cover down to 
remove it. 

2. Piace the batteries in the compartment 
as indicated by the poiarity symbois (-i- 
and -) marked inside. 

3. Repiace the cover and secure it with the 
screw. 

Repiace the batteries when the alarm’s 
indicator fiashes red or when its sound 
weakens, if the aiarm does not work after 
you replace the batteries, remove and 
reinstail the batteries. A tt 

Mounting the Alarm 

You can mount the aiarm using screws or 
doubie sided mounting tape (both suppiied). 


Selecting a Location 

Choose a iocation that iets you instali the 
magnet on a door or window and the alarm 
next to it on the frame, or vice versa. 

Be sure to aiign the aiarm and the magnet 
so they are mounted no more than ®/i6-inch 
(8 mm) apart, with the magnet’s arrow 
pointing toward one of the engraved lines on 
the side of the alarm. ! 

Using Screws 

1 . Use the supplied driiiing tempiate to 
mark the iocations for the alarm and 
magnet’s mounting screws. 

2. Driil holes Vi6-inch (2 mm) in diameter 
at the marked locations. 

3. Thread one of the supplied screws into 
hole A until the screw’s head extends 
about Vs-inch (3 mm) from the mounting 
surface. 
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4. Align the keyhole slot on the back of the 
alarm with the screw, then slide the 
alarm down onto the screw to secure it. 


! IMPORTANT ! 

When you arm the alarm, leave the house 
within 12 seconds to avoid triggering the alarm. 


5. Remove the battery compartment cover 
and the batteries. Then thread a screw 
into hole B. Reinstall the batteries and 
replace the cover. 


6. Use a small 
flat-head 
screwdriver 
to detach 
the 

mounting 
bracket from 
the back of 
the magnet. 



7. Use the two remaining screws to mount 
the mounting bracket. 


When you set ON/OFF to ON, the indicator 
lights green for about 1 2-1 8 seconds before 
the alarm is armed, giving you time to exit 
and close the door. After about 1 2-1 8 
seconds, the alarm arms and the indicator 
turns off. ! 

When you return home and open the 
secured door, you have about 1 2 seconds to 
disarm (turn off) the alarm. The indicator 
lights red during this entry delay. 

After the 12-second delay has expired, the 
alarm sounds for 90 seconds, then 
automatically turns off. To silence the alarm 
sooner, set ON/OFF to OFF. 

If the alarm is triggered while you are out, 
the indicator alternately slowly flashes green 
and lights red to indicate an intrusion 
occurred, until the alarm is set to OFF. 


NOTE 

The indicator also flashes red, even while it 
flashes green to indicate an intrusion occurred. 


8. Snap the magnet onto the mounting 
bracket. Make sure the magnet’s arrow 
points toward one of the engraved lines 
on either side of the alarm. 

Using Adhesive Tape 

1 . Make sure surfaces are free of dust, oil 
and other substances. 

2. Peel the backing from one side of each 
of the supplied adhesive strips, then 
attach them to the back of the alarm 
and the magnet. 

3. Peel the backing from the other side of 
the alarm’s adhesive strip. Press the 
alarm firmly against the surface where 
you want to mount it and hold it in place 
for about a minute.

With the magnet’s arrow pointing 
toward one of the engraved iines on 
either side of the aiarm, repeat Step 3 
to attach the magnet. 

USING THE ALARM 

Instant Activation 

To arm the alarm while you are at home, set 
INSTANT/DELAY to INSTANT then use one of 
the supplied keys to set ON/OFF on the front 
of the alarm to ON. 

If the secured door or window is opened and 
the magnet moves away from the alarm unit, 
a piercing alarm sounds for about 90 
seconds, or until you set ON/OFF to OFF. 
After 90 seconds, the alarm turns off and the 
indicator slowly flashes green. 

When the alarm sounds, use the key to set 
ON/OFF to OFF to silence it. 

Exit/Entry Delay 

To arm the alarm when you leave the house, 
close the secured door or window, set 

INSTANT/DELAY to DELAY, then set ON/OFF 
to ON. 


Low Battery Indication 

If the battery is low, the indicator flashes red, 
whether the alarm is set to ON or OFF. 
Replace the batteries. O' 

CARE 

Keep the alarm dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store the alarm only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle 
the alarm carefully; do not drop it. Keep the 
alarm away from dust and dirt, and wipe it 
with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 


SERVICE AND REPAIR 

If your alarm is not performing as it should, 
take it to your local RadioShack store for 
assistance. Modifying or tampering with the 
alarm’s internal components can cause a 
malfunction and might invalidate its 
warranty.
